Common scab was fonm-rly itu' 
greatest drawback to tlie slieop lii- 
daatrr in the United States. It is. 
howtrer, 0HU7 controlled bjr. regular 
dipping la ltM04«lpta«r o» atootlno 
nod nlphnr aolntlona. Theae are the 
onljr preparations recognized by the 
Bureau of Animal Industry for ofncial 
dipping. The dipping soiutions are 
not difficult to handle, and every 
aheep owner is urged to make certain 
br tboir vae that aheep acab doea not 
gain a foothold In hto floek. la the 
coat of dipping, labor, fuel, and tho 
necessary materials are the principal 
items. These vary with different 
localities, but in the larRe sheepgrow- 
ing sections of the West it has been 
calculated that sheep may ho dipped 
tor from S to 8)4 per head. 

Two dlpplnga, from 10 to 14 daya 
mart, are neceaaary In ordar to la- 
■nre the complete destruction of all 
the mites whieli cause tlie diease. 
The first dipping should kill all tliose 
that are hatched but may not des- 
troy the eggs that have been laid in 
the wool. Theae hatch in 10 days 
and the mitoa whieh reault will suc- 
cumb to the aeeond dipping. In this 
connection a new publication of the 
department. Farmers' Bulletin 718, 
point.':: out that it is a loss of time and 
money to dip sheep unless the work 
la done properly, and any attempt to 
aaoBOViiae time, labor, or moaey by 
aslBg tho dip la woakfr proportlona 
that recommended, or by harrying 
the bath, or by falling to dip all of 
the flock, may result in rendering 
the whole operation useless.

Fo4tt-and-Moath Orer 
The long fight against the foot-and 
mouth dis -ase is over. Tiie Secre- 
tary of .\Kric\ilture has issued an 
order will '1 mi .March :;i removed all 
foot-and-mouth quarantines and re- 
■trletloaa agalnat the shipment and 
movement of IIto atoek. The order 
algned speclflcally romoToa tbo qnar- 
antine from a small territory in 
Christian County, 111., the laat area 
which was under su.spi(i;i:i. AIot.s 
with the removal of this local quar- 
antine, the various Federal orders 
reatrictlng ahlpmant of cattle, are re- 
■daded, ao that dealers ean now ahlp 
their cattle as before the flrat qaaras- 
tlne waa imposed. 

Upon notification that the United 
States is free from the disease, all 
foreign Koveriiments wl<.leli have 
placed embargoes on American cattle 
are expeetod to remove these cmbar- 
geoa, so that cattle ralsera will then 
bo ablo to resume atalpments to these 
foreign countries. 

The niagultuik' of the work of 
eradication and control curried 0:1 
by farnu-rs, shippers and the state 
and federal Kovern:neiits is shown l)V 
the fad that before controlled, the , 
dlaoaae had gained a tompoirary foot- 
ing in 32 atatea and the District of j 
Columbia. The disease appeared and 
was controlled la 190 different coun- 
tles. 

Tl:e iMiiKir'aiK-e t^) the stock-rais- 
ing industry of eradicatiuK foot-and- 
mouth disease may he Judged from 
tbo result* of this plague in Den- 
mark, where the disease appeared at 
about the samo time that It broke 
out in the United States. The area 
of Dei'.uiarli is upproximiiti ly eijual 
to that el I he throe New Kngiaud 
States, .M.issacliusells, Connecticut 
and Uode UlauU. It Is, however, a 
groat dairy country, and it has been 
estimated that tbo losses In milk 'n 
one year cauaed by the foo(-Md> 
mouth lisoase have amounted tO Vh 
proxiniatily one-third of the total 
cost or ■ liulicaliiiK the pestilence i!i

Market InK Hokh. 

In order to market to the best 
advaataga. either In carload lota on 
the open martat or la saiall droves 
to the country shipper 0t to tbo local 
packer, hogs ought to be made to 
appear at their best. They should 
be well lired so as to lie of Rood form 
and all be of the same si/.e. conse- 
quently should have been farrowed 
as nearly as possible at the aame 
tlOM. Tbey ought to show as much 
thrift, quality aad latob as possible 
and all be of the same color. 

The question of color is of greater 
iniporlance than is generally realized. 
A few white liogs in a liiR drove of 
l)lack ones may, by their presence. fl<'- 
tract almoat aa much from the value 
of the drova aa tboy Indlridnally are 
worih. In a drove of Misod color 
dISereneea In site are mn«b more ap- 
parent than in a drove of one color. 
If there is a small white hog in a 
drove of black ones he will surely be 
noticed, but if there la a small black 
one la tbo saiM drova ha may be 
overlooked. 

Hogs should be shipped so as to 
reach the market In the morning in 
time to be watered and fed before 
the best part of the market is over. 
This time varifs with prevailing con- 
ditions, but is between 7 and 11 a. ni. 

In order to have them at their best 
on the market, the animala ahouM 
not be overfed and sboald not have 
laxative feed before ablpptag. Care 
must be taken also not to allOW them 
to drink too much water. It is better 
to give them a moderate ration of 
dry teed before startiug them to 
market and giva tham aoma oar aora 
in tho ear. 

The car abould ba well bedded with 
wheat straw In winter and with aand 
In summer. Wheat straw to better 
tlian oat straw for liedding in a car 
in which hogs are to be shipped, as 
the animals will not perspire so 
nXuch, which caoaea them to become 
wot Mid steamiag aad detracts much 
from their appearance. Sand in 
summer Is cooler than straw. When 
arriving at the market the hogs 
should be dry, lively and not too 
gaunt. — Farmers Home Journal.

Tha rayal Governors of New York 
were havtag a stormy time of it dur- 
iag tho In* quarter of tho sevea- 

teenth century, and complHints as to 
the conditions that existed could only 
be' heard through the public prees. 
On Novefabor 9, 1799, ^obn Peter 
Zenger, a printar, who had learned 
the art in the p»t*bllshment of Will- 
iam Uradford, bPgan the publication 
of a paper called the New York 
Weekly Journal. This paper was the 
organ of the party that was opposed 
to the Qovemor of the province, and 
waa p ower fu lly supportad by Chief 
Justice Lewis Morto, Rip Van Dam 
and James Alexander. About a year 
after its estal)lishment Zenger WaS 
imprisoned, by an order of the coun- 
cil, on the charge of publishing false 
and aeditiona libels, principally 
throagh lampoona and paaquinades 
that attracted wide attoatlof , whieh 
contributed greatly toward loeseolag 
the bonds botwaoB Baglaad aad the 

colonies. 

The grand jury before whom his 
case was presented would find no bill 
against him, and the Attorney Gen- 
eral filed an Information. The coun- 
mH of laagar taok axaaptlaas to the 
commissions of the Judgaa because 
they ran during pleasure and be- 
cause they were granted without the 
consent of the counsel. 

The angry Judge met the objec- 
tion by disbarring James Alexander, 
who offered It, though he stood at 
tbo head of the profession in New 
York for sagacity, psaa tta tloa aad 
application to bualaoaa. All the cen- 
tral colonies regarded the controver- 
sy as their own. 

Each party had a newspaper at 
command. Thi' opposition to Zen- 
ger'a weekly waa called the New York 
Ouatta, aa aristocrat^ paper pub- 
itohed by Bradford. Bradford had 
been in the printing bustaeee in New 
York from lt'i9;!, and his was the 
first newspaper printed in the colony. 

Zenger had been Imprisoned for a 
period of thirty-five weeks before his 
trial. During all tbto time the ex- 
citement was latease. At the trial 
the publlsl^lng was confcaaad, but the 
aged and venerable Alanader Ham- 
ilton, who went to New York from 
Philadelphia to pU ad for /. ng< r, 
justified the publication liy a-.-erting 
Its truth. 

"You cannot be admitted," inter- 
rupted the Chief Juatice, "to give the 
truth of a libel In evidence." "Then," 
said Hamilton to the Jury, "we appeal 
to you for witnesses of the facta. Tttfi 
jury have the right to determine both 
the law and the fact, aad they oa^t 
to do so. 

"The question before you," he 
added, "to not the cause of a poor 
priater, aor of New York slona; It to 
the cause of liberty." The Jui|r save 
their verdict "Not guilty." 

Hamilton received of the Common 
Council of New York the franchises 
of the city for "his learned and gen- 
erous defense of the rights of man- 
kind and the liberty of the press." 
Besldea tbto Hamilton waa enterUln- 
ed by a pabllo dinner, and wb«a ha 
started across the river to return to 
Philadelphia, he was honored by the 
firing of a salute of cannon. 

When Zenger was released from 
prison he was received with tumul- 
tuous applauae by a concourse of 
people who had assembled to team of 
tho result Tbto event has been 
termed "the momlag star of that 
liberty which subsequently revolu- 
tionized America." Zenger died In 
1764 and his paper was contiuaad by 

his wife and son. 

Hamilton's remarkabli' speech, 
which completely won the Jury, end- 
ed with the following: "Men who 
Injure and opreaa the people under 
their administration provoke them to 
cry out and complain, and tlieii make 
that v.-ry complaint tin- iniindalioii 
for new oppressions 'I'lie iiueslloii 
before the court, and you, gentlcmea 
of the Jary, Is not of small or prlvata 
concera. It to aot tho cause of a poor 
printer nor of Now York aloaa whlab 
we are now trying. * 

"No! It may in Us conseqneaiBes 
affect every freciiian tlial lives under 
a Uritlbh government on the main of 
America! It is the best cause, it is 
the cauae of liberty, aud I make no 
doabt but your upright conduct this 
day wUI aot only aatltle you to the 
love and eetoam of your fellew^tl- 
zeiib, but every man who prefera free- 
dom to a life of slavery will bless and 
honor you, as men who have baffled 
the attempt of tyranny and an im- 
partial and uncorrupt verdict have 
laid a noble foundation for securing 
to auraolvea, oar paatarlty aad oar 
nelghbora, that to which nature and 
the laws of our country have given 
us a right the liberty of both ex- 
posing arbitrary power by speaking 
and writing truth '

The town of Tanftar Is peculiar In 
many ways and interested the Pres- 
ident immensely, according to thost> 
who accompanied the party from the 
Mayflower, which anchored a short 
distance from the Island.

OOmnilssloii, declared In a stalcment 
that leaillni; .South American stan a- 
men agreed with him that <|iiick de- 
velopement of a merchant marine 
under an Amerleaa flag aad eomple- 
tloB of a pan-American railway are 
the most importont faotors to ha oon- 
siderrd In plans for olossr BBlty 
aniotiK American nations. The sec- 
ret.Try an l ilh' oilier niemlii rs of t!i'- 
United Stales section of the commis- 
sion reached Hampton Roads on the 
cruiser Tennessee early today and 
Immediately cama to tha eapital. . 

Mr. McAdoo, as hoad of tho sec- 
tion, rartewed the work df the Buenos 
Aires meet ins at length and announc- 
ed that in ;'ll countries ho visited on 
the way haclt from Argentina he 
found a most friendly feeling toward 
the United States. 

"I had the honor and privilege of 
meeting and conTsrstng with the 
presidents of Brsxil, Uruguay, Ar- 
gentina, Chile, Peru, Panama, Cuba 
land Ilati.

It is due primarily to the 
policies and utterances of President 
Wilson and to the suKKistlons ma.le 
by the United SUtes for mutual guar- 
BBtaas of the territorial Integrity and 
polittoBl Independence of all the 
AmerlSan republiea. 

l/ook to l nlte<l States. 

"Every leading statesman In South 
America with whom I talked empha- 
sised the psramoant importanea of a 
merchant marine under tho flag of 
the United SUtsa. or under the flags 
of the different American nations, if 
Amel'ican financial and commercial 
relations cro to be enlarged upon an 
enduiSng foundation. The hope was 
expressed In every country and was 
voiced In the resolutions unanimously 
adopted by ths iataraatlonal high 
commlsaton that the Unltad Btotaa 
win promptly solve this pressing 
problem, and there was frank recog- 
nition that the Cnited .States alone 
has the financial resources to do so. 

"AnotlTer question of great im- 
portance Is the completion of the in- 
tercontlBsatBl raUway ooBBOStlng 
.North aad South Amartea through 
the Isthmus of Panama. Outalde of 
ocean transportation, no other under- 
takiiiK is more essential to the future 
developenient of Xorlh and South 
America than the construction of this 
great railroad. It is not a visionary 
idea: it is a vary praotisal Idea, and 
one that can ba rsallssd at mush less 
cost than the Panama Canal. 

"The total distance between New 
York and Kuetios .Vire.i !<y rail is 10,- 
:tOlt miles, of which approximately 
7,400 miles have been built and are 
now In operation, leaving approxi- 
mately 2,*00 miles to be constructed. 
The principal gape in the Intaroontin- 
eatol railway ara Ib the eoBatrios of 
Central America and in Colombia, 
Ecuador and Peru In South America, 
and iho estimated cost of construc- 
tion is, roughly speaking. $150,000,- 
000. With these links completed It 
would roQulre only a relatively small 
amount of addtttonal soBstruetioB to 
connect the pain trunk Una with 
Santiago, Chile and Kio de Janeiro, 
Iirazil, and then practically all the 
principal capitals of Central and 
South America will be connected with 
each other and with all the cities of 
tha United States.

The Senate bill provides for a non- 
partisan farm loan hoard to consist 
of the Secretary of ihe Treasury and 
four others, having general control of 
a farm loan system of twelve or more 
land banka and of farm loan associa- 
tioaa through which loans actually 
woald ha nada. 

Each land hank would have a capi- 
tal stock of at least 1500,000, to be 
subscribed by the government If not 
taken by the public. The farm loan 
associations would be co-operative, 
made up ot tea or mors tarmsrs who 
would obtoia a ahartar troa thair dis- 
trict Und hank. A fhrasr dsairing 
to become* a borrower woald ho re- 
quired to take stock In the loan 
association equal to 6 per cent, of bis 
loan; the association in turn would 
take an equal amount of stock lu the 
laad hank, which would appraise the 
aacarlty oSarsd and maks ths loan 
through tho asaodattoa. Oa Mort- 
agea amounting to 160,000, a bank 
might Issue a like amount of farm 
loan bonds, wilieh would ba aOaSNd 
by all twelve laud hanks.
